Pupil of the Lowell Institute and of the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts. 

First successful as a fruit and still life painter, 
later as a portrait and figure painter. 

Seldom have any of his pictures been sold by 
auction, but in the few known instances have always 
commanded a good price. 

His portraits hang in many public places, 
including ; Faneuil Hall, the State House, Berk- 
shire Court House, New Bedford High School, etc., 
etc. 

His pictures are prized possessions of many 


well known collectors . 
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The works by Maurice B. Prendergast, both 
at the Art Club and Jordan Art Gallery, are the 
''rage of the town,” and well they may be so 
reckoned. 

Prendergast, when a student in Paris, was the 
most popular man in his class, and his fellows always 
I'lought everything he painted, paying from twenty- 
five francs upward for his sketches. 

Since his return to Boston he has been unable 
to keep pace with the demand, and now our modern 
Dumas shouts to the public, "We have a Meryon 
among us.” One of his pictures at the Jordan Gal- 
lery has sold, and others will follow. 

Prendergast was a fellow student at Julian’s 
\vith Murphy and Hopkinson, both strong men, as 
their works in the Jordan Gallery bear witness. The 
young men seem to be carrying off all the art honors 
of late . — Sunday Journal, 
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
